The bill provides for setting apart 
for this purpose a total of 788,560 acres of 
land situated in the Counties of Lake, 
Newaygo, Oceana, Mason, Wexford, and 
Manistee. These lands are to be withdrawn 
from settlement, occupany, or sale, and set 
apart and dedicated as a public park and 


of public resort for the enjoyment of the 
people, and for the propagation and preser- 
vation of game, birds, and fish, and also to 
preserve the growing timber therein. 

The bill provides that the park shall be 
under the exclusive control of a commission 
of five members, to be appointed by the 
Governor. This commission is to make and 
publish such rules as it may deem necessary 
for the management of the park, and appoint 
a superintendent, who shall guard all the 
tiunber, mineral deposits, game, birds, fish, 
te., from injury by fire, theft, or wanton 
destruction. 

The commission is authorized to grant 
leases for the erection of buildings on small 
areas of ground for periods not exceeding 
ten years. These bull are designed 
for the accommodation of visitors. 

It is made unlawful for any person to hunt, 
shoot, or entrap or kill by any means any 
game within the limits of the park, but 
licenses for fishing in its season may be 
issued by the superintendent. The price of 
the license ts fixed at $1 for citizens of Michi- 
gan and $5 for non-residepts. All money 
collected for any purpose is to be used by 
the commissioners te defray the expense of 
maintaining the park. Some of the best 
trout streams in the State are located in 
the territory covered by the bill. 

The committee has decided to report a bill 
providing that each Michigan soldier shall 
be paid an additional 48 cents per day for 
every day he was in the service. The passage 
of this bill will call for an appropriation of 
at least $500,000. Governor Pingree supports 
the bill. 


MORE RIOTING IN DULUTH. 


Mob Assails the Street Cars with Stones 
and Clybs and Traffic Is Again 


Dyluth, Minn., May 7.—The street cars, 
which had been running all day today, were 
attacked on all lines tonight and traffic is 
again suspended. 

The company had nearly all cars running 
‘today and everything was quiet until 8 
o’clock this evening, when cars were at- 
tacked by mobs with stones, eggs, and 
chunks of wood, which were thrown through 
the windows. 

Hardly a car that was running escaped 
damage. Several people are reported to 
bave been hurt from stones thrown by 
rioters. 

The union men deplore the depredations

police. A large force of special police will 
be sworn in in the morning.

He has an office and a constit- 
uency, but is responsible to nobody. Such 
a representative, according to the Senator, 
should have some tribunal to judge of his 
intelligence and moral character, and there 
cannot be a better tribunal than one made 
up of his neighbors. 
Senator Morgan admits that he gives 
“only an indistinct outline of his plan.” 
That plan seenis to contemplate making the 
Board of Election Supervisors in each 
precinct the “neighbors” who are to de- 
cide whether an adult male, black or white, 
has the intelligence and moral character 
which qualify him to be a voter. In order 
that no injustice may be done the Senator 
proposes to allow an appeal from a board 
to some court of superior jnrisdiction. If 
such a scheme as this were put in operation 
it would, according to Senator Morgan, 
clear the voting lists from ignorance and 
crime, tramps and floaters. It certainly 
would clear the lists of colored voters, for 
the election supervisors would be white 
men, who would seldom see any intelligence 
or moral character in a black man. Neith-

Presumably the Senator's project will 
not be adopted by the Alabama Democrats, 
because it might result in the disfranchise- 
ment of some ignorant and vicious white 
men. That would make a disturbance, 
The men responsible for it would become 
unpopular.

_ @OVERNING THE PHILIPPINES, 
Washington dispatches say that Aguin- 
aldo’s envoys have formally acknowledged 
the sovereignty of the United States and 
that the Filipinos have been promised a 
modified form of representative govern- 
ment under American control.

BEEF INQUIRY REPORT IN. 

The long-drawn-out inquiries of the mili- 
tary court appointed to investigate the 
charges made by General Miles in regard to 
the beef supplied the army during the war 
with Spain are at an end and the findings 
have been submitted to the President and 

The conclusions of the court had been 
fairly surmised and the actual report con- 
‘tains little, therefore, that will be in the 
nature of a surprise to the American peo- 
‘ple. The chief interest in the lengthy re- 
port to those who have followed the inves- 
tigations as they have appeared in the press 
from day to day the last few months will 
probably lie in speculating upon the proc- 
esses by which the court arrived at its con- 
clusions.

While many Englishmen are saying en- 
thusiastically that business never was 
better,” a writer in the Contemporary Re- 
view refuses to believe that England is 
really prosperous and contends that the 
seeming prosperity of his country is due 
mainly to the extravagant expenditure of 
the government, especially for naval pur- 
poses. It is spending now sixty million dol- 
lars a year more than it did fifteen years 
ago. Most of the money goes for naval 


construction and agmament purposes. As 


a consequence the iron, steel, and allied 


Certain classes of work- 
ers have had steady work and good wages 
and have spent those wages lavishly, there- 
by stimulating other industries. These 
abnormally heavy expenditures by the gov- 
ernment have acted as a bounty would 
and have created a false prosperity which 
cannot endure long. 

The alarmist of the Contemporary Re- 
view asserts that the government can- 
not keep on spending money as it has begn 
doing. He does not believe the income 
of the British people is large enough to 
stand taxation on the present scale, and 
if that taxation is kept up taxes will be 
paid out of the accumulated savings of 
the country. It is alleged that the coun- 
try has already begun to consume its 
savings. 

On the other hand, if the government 
were to stop ordering new war vessels 
and new guns and thus cease giving work 
to scores of establishments of various 


lapse severe enough to shake the founda- 
tions of our new empire.” That may be 
an exaggeration, but it is true that a re- 
duced expenditure for naval construction 
and armament purposes of sixty million 
dollars a year would affect American as 
well as English industries. The American 
iron and steel men would not have had 
80 prosperous a year if English competitors 
had not had so much to do for their own 
government.

battle was fought. The McCulloch was in the 


harbor of Hong on twenty-four hours. 
Under the — — neutrality the warships 


of neither belligerent could make use of the harbor 


as a rendezvous or for coaling or repairing, other 
than of a temporary character. Our ships could go 
into the harbor and remain for a period of twenty- 
four hours, but not longer. When the McCulloch 
arrived it was feared there would not be sufficient 
time to transmit the Admiral’s dispatches to 
W and receive the replies inside the 
limit set for our stay. It was thought advisable 
to have the gate left open for a further stay if 
necessary, and just before the McCulloch reached 
Hongkong its pump went wrong. The British 
harbormaster, who came off to inquire as to the 
probable length of our stay, was told of the acci- 
dent to the chinery. He sald he would come off 
the next day to see how the repairs were getting 
on. By the time he got off Sunday morning, May 
8, the answers to Admiral Dewey's dispatches had 
arrived, and, by a strange coincidence, the repairs 
to the air pump were completed within fifteen min- 
utes after their receipt. 

The English residents of Hongkong were more 
than kind to the officers of the McCulloch, as well 
as to the civilians on board. When the news of the 
complete victory of the American fleet became 
known to the people of Hongkong there was as 
sincere rejoicing as there cov'd have been over a 
victory for a British fleet, It was not shown in the 
flags and streamers flung out, but in the smiles and 
congratulations of the people. There was not an 
American ashore who received less than half a 
dozen invitations to dinner Saturday evening, 
while at the clubs and hotels every person who had 
seen or taken part in the battle was a marked 
man. I had occasion to go to the Hongkong and 
Shanghai Bank during the afternoon, and, though 
it was after banking hours, I was given an oppor- 
tunity to transact business as though the bank 
had still been open, something unusual] in an 
English bank. I was invited to the bank parlors 
on the second floor, really a club for the use of the 
officers and wh@te employés of the institution, and 
if I had not had a night of hard work before me, T 
might have been there yet with Scotelf and soda 
at my elbow and an attentive Chinese servant at 
my back ready to drop chunks of ice in my glass. 
It was not the outward show of hospitality and 
friendship for the American officers and to the 
civilians which attested the friendship of the 
FRritish subjects for the people of the United 
States. While the proclamation of neutrality was 
strictly observed by the officials of the colony, the 
citizens of Hongkong gave aid and comfort to the 
Americans at a time when they needed friends, 

The McCulloch on no stores except some

In February, 1884, the formal treaty was 
signed acknowledging the independence of 
the Transvaal. The English exacted pledges 
that slavery should not be permitted in the 
republic, that freedom of religious worship 
should be allowed, that the natives should

Requests His Congregation to Consent 
to a Severance of Relations by July 
‘2—Formal Announcement from the 
‘Palpit, Though Not a Surprise, Oe- 
‘ecasions Much Feeling Among the 
‘People—Text of the Long Letter 


Praise for Helpers. ; 


The Rev. Dr. S. J. McPherson read to his 
congregation of the Second Presbyterian 


Church yesterday morning his resignation 


from the pastorate, and asked that his serv- 
ice with the church might close, if con- 
venient, on July 2. It being communion Sun- 
day he preached no formal h. The 
announcement of his resignation had been 
made already unofficially, and hence caused 
no astonishment, though much regret, 
among the members of the congregation, 
but at the close of the service they crowded 
to express to him in feeling words their sor- 
row at his departure, and some even to urge 
him in a final appeal to remain with them as 
their pastor. ‘ 


Letter of ‘Resignation. 


Dr. McPherson’ s letter of resignation fol- 
lows in full: 

“.To the Second Presbyterian Church of 
Chicago—My Dear Brethren: Subject to the 
approval of the Presbytery of Chicago, the 
time has now come, according to my own 
Steadfast conviction of duty, when I should 
resign this noble pastorate, with which you, 
under the head of the church, have intrusted 
and honored me during sixteen. and a half 


years. 

“This resignation is not, I feel sure, due 
to any caprice on my part. My determina- 
tion to resign has not been formed hastily or 
carelessly; for I have been considering the 
matter with increasing earnestness for near- 
ly three years, and I have reached the con- 
clusion with much hesitation and with no 
little heart ache ow the part of both my 
family and myself. 

The resignation is in no sense a mere 


yielding to the temptation which any one 


of several recent invitations to service else- 
where may have presented. I have had 
many calis since I became your pastor. Four 
or five of them involved in each case a large 
increase of salary. But I never announced 
one of them, nor did I seriously contemplate 
the acceptance of any of them, for the sole 
reason that I preferred the duty and the 
privilege of remaining here. I have spent 
among yod# what would naturally be the best 
years of my life. Most of my intimate friend- 


Ships are among you—friendships greatly 


valued and delighted in. For a dozen years 
past there has been within this church hard- 
ly a funeral which was not to me a personal 
bereavement. These ‘funerais have been 
among the heaviest taxes imposed upon my 

How many of your friends and mine 
are sleeping in these adjacent cities of the 


dead? 


“This resignation has never, even 
chance, been suggested to me by any one 
else. Until recently it has been kept soll- 
tary, almost stealthy, within my own soul, 
or at most within that other soul that is 
mine too. Sometimes I well nigh feared to 
breathe lest I should prematurely betray the 
conclusion which was forming in my own 


Church and Pastor. 


I know you, my friends. Sometimes, as 
I have spoken plainly and aggressively, you 
may have thought that I saw nothing in you 
but faults. Well, you no doubt have faults, 
or else a pastor would not be needed among 
you. But, all the time, for at least fifteen 
years, I have felt that there was hardly an- 
other church like it in the country. I have 
never known any church more constant, 
more considerate and patient, more gener- 
ous. As I have often remarked, never did 
one word of unfair criticism of the minister 
reach my ears. Rarely, indeed, have I 
heard even the just criticism which I knew 
“well that I merited. You have ever honored 
me above what I deserved. Nor has your 
treatment of me been singular. You have 


‘dealt with all your other setvants in the 


same way. Their long average term of serv- 
ice alone would attest that fact. You are 
not a demonstrative church; but the heart 
of the church is in the right place, as all that 
really know you can testify. 

“What is true of the church in general 
is true equally of its officers, organizations, 
and workers. The boards of this church, 
while occasionally differing from me in opin- 
fon, have shown me uniform consideration 
and honor. The session, which as a body I 
know best, is remarkable for fidelity and 
harmony. Nor have they been kindly to 
my office only, but tomy manhood. It would 
be repetitious, and it would sound fulsome, to 
go at length through the list. The capable 
and splendid woman’s societies, the two or 
three successive societies of young people, 
the men’s Sunday evening club, have given 
wonderful pastoral help to me, and some- 
times their deference has made me actually 


_ @fraid. The choir have held up my hands. 


They have made suggestions to me. They 
have permitted me freely to make sug- 


s to them. I can never repay 
the debt I owe them. do not 
think that you can. This choir has 


been one of the best and sweetest forms 
in the church. But, like you. I owe the 
eextons quite as much: in a different way 
I owe them more.

Thanks the Workers. 


The leading workers, volunteer workers, 


and missionary workers, have, with hardly 
an exception, Gone much for me. I thank 
t all. Last, but not least, I may ven- 
ture to single out the assistant pastor. He 
has had what is probably the most difficult 


tion among us. - He has chosen to efface 
self. yet he has been ready for any serv- 
ice. He has shown unusual ability, ex- 


cellent. judgment, and a beautiful loyalty. 


Of the personal relations between him 


and me, I cannot speak. But we have 
trusted and loved one another. A great part 
of my -burden, in recent days, has come 


out of the consciousness that my resigna- 


tion has put him in a quandary. I hope 
that he may remain until my. successor 
comes. But if it lead to his going out to a 
strong pastorate of his own, I shall be com- 
pensauted. He is too much of aman anda 
minister to be assistant to anybody. 


Now, on the positive side, I may briefly, 


simply, calmly say that there is just one 
reason why I am offering you my resigna- 
tion. That reason is my assurance that my 
rement will be for the best interests of 

this dear church. My pastorate has been, 
‘think, with the exception of that of Dr. 
terson. the longest in the Presbyterian 
churches of Chicago. Towards the end of 
his Nee Dr. Patterson doubted whether 


. the average pastorate should much exceed 


ten, or, at the utmost. fifteen years. I 
share that doubt; and, besides, I feel pre- 


maturely worn and old from the experiences’ 


and the responsibilities that I have had. 
The environment of the church is rapidly 
changing. and I question whether I have 
mot done all there is in me to do towards 
leading the church to make suitable adapta- 
tions. You have heard my message, and you 
know. my methods, Every man has his 
imitations; at least, I certainly have mine.

ful hopes for our church, that I desire to 
gee another man in this pulpit. I am not 
ambitious to see you obtain merely a great

SUNDER TIES IN TWO PULPITS. 


M. I. Rubinkam Announces His Resig- 
nation as Final and J. d. A. 
Preaches His Farewell. 


Words in the spirit of farewell wets 
spoken yesterday by the Rev. N. I. Rubin- 
kam and the Rev. J. Q. A. Henry in the pul- 
pits of the, University Congregational and 
the La Salle Avenue Baptist Churches, re- 
spectively. The latter preached his farewell 
sermon in the morning to a full congrega- 
tion, and the former read to his people the 
final announcement of his determination to 
give up his pastorate in order to ‘“‘ give more 
emphasis to the Hterary and educational 
side of his life work.

I trust this difference will soon 
be adjusted by mutual forbearance and the 
discovery ofa satisfactory solution. 

“After six years in the pastorate.“ he con- 
tinued, “I find myself more and more inter- 
ested in the Uterary and educational side of 
my work, represented in pulpit and plat- 
form, and also in sympathy rather with the 
common religious spirit which pervades the 
utterances of all high souls than with the 
tenets of any one sect or denomination. The 
religion of the poets and prophets of the 
race, from the inspired bards of the He- 
brews and Jesus of Nazareth down to the 
inspirations of lofty. spirits in ‘verse and 
prophecy which have made the literature of 
our own century resplendent; the religion 
of a common fatherhood and brotherhood, 
of nature, of love, and service is the bond 
which unites me with all who are secking 
the true life.”

How many of them to administer 
justice and regulate law and see that the 
law of Santiago shall be as steady as the 
law by which the planet Jupiter moves 
around the sun? This is a good deal to be 
civided among ten men, and, as Abraham 
sald of Sodom, twenty would be better and 
thirty would be better yet. It is wholly and 
simply that General Wood may still succeed 
in his appointment of such men thet the 
future of that little valley, but lately red 
with blood, is to be prophesied.”’ 


: Place of Public Spirit. 


Dr. Hale indicated the place which public 
spirit occupies in a democracy. Absolute 
or feudal governments can rely on other 
agencies, but a republic must rely on public 
spirit. He contrasted the failure of a wretch- 
ed miser, who had never lived for any but 
himself, with the result to be gained any- 
where if wo will train our children to live 
for others. Children of God. they bear the 
burdens of God's other children.

“The Almighty God, knowing the desire 
ef men for peace, as he looked down upon 
the dreadful conflicts in the individual, and 
between men, said to men who hate him, to 
men who neglect him, to men who doubt him, 
*Come, now, let us reason together.’ This 
meeting-place between God and man is held 
at Calvary. The sweetest peace which hu- 
man hearts know is that which comes 
through our Lord Jerus Christ. We go forth 
from that prayer conference with God hav- 
ing obtained peace.” 


FINDS GOSPEL IN THE SUNSET. 


Jenkin Lloyd Jones Takes Sidney 
_ Lanier’s “ Hymns of the Marshes”’ 
| for His Text. 


The Rev. Jenkin Lloyd Jones yesterday at 
All Souls’ Church found a text in Sidney 
Lanier’s Hymns of the Marshes,” and 
read them, affirming that love, not hate, 
mercy, not vengeance, peace, not war, are 
the triumphant forces in the world. In 
closing he said: — 

When the struggle overreaches our 
strength, then let us recognize that the sun- 
set has a gospel that is the counterpart of 
the sunrise. As one wakes the dormant 
powers of the soul, the other lulls us to sleep 
in the mighty arms of the Over Soul; and 
when our finite arms are weary of holding 
aloft the banner, the infinite arm seizes the 
standards and keeps them at the masthead 
while we sleep. Aye, the tides of God are in 
the full when we are at low ebb. 

The hymn of sunset, nay, the revelations 
of the night, show us that there is a power 
not ourselves that keeps the stars in their 
courses; that there is an undertow in the 
great main of being that pulls things and 
souls together; that when we are asleep and 
the waters are still, then— 

The tidé is in his ecstasy. 
The tide is at his highest height; 
And it is night.“ 


PARABLE OF MARCONI SYSTEM. 


The Rev. W. E. Danforth Finds An- 
swers to Agnostics in the Wire- - 
less Telegraph. 


“The Parable of the Wireless Tele- 
graph was the subject of the Rev. W. E. 
Danforth’s evening sermon yesterday at 
Washington Park Congregational Church. 
He said: 

**Agnostics answer in the negative the 
question, ‘Can God be known?’ To such 
Jesus would say, Behold, I give you the 
parable of the wireless telegraph.’ Marconi’s 
invention presents a striking analogy to the 
transmission of a knowledge of the being of 
God from God to the heart of man. Is in- 
spiration any more strangé or impossible 
than the wireless telegraph? Thousands 
of persons testify to the agnostic that they 
have. experienced a sense of revelation from 
God through Christ, the Bible, and inner- 
consciousness. The agnostic can only say 
he has never had such anexperience. Chris- 
tlanity explains his failure by enumerating 
conditions to such a reception of knowledge 
of God. The most striking fact in the para- 
ble of the wireless telegraph is that no mes- 
sage comes from transmitter to receiver 
unless the two instruments are keyed in 
unison. 

Another analogy lies in the fact that 
material surroundings may prevent the 
transmission of messages. Material things 
are in the way to absorb energy. Here 
would seem to be an explanation of why 
the knowledge of God and a reception of 
his messages appear so difficult in our mod- 
ern life. A million agencies purely material 
are around us to deter spiritual forces seek- 
ing entrance to the soul. Much of the agnos- 
ticism which finds God unknowable is ex- 
plained by the bulky and intense material- 
ism of the hour.“

Governor Thomas of Colorado to Test 
Right of Government to Hold First 
Colorado Regiment. 


Denver, Colo., May 7.— [Special. I—Gov- 
ernor Thomas today announces that he is 
about to begin proceedings in the Supreme 
Court to determine the powers of the Presl- 
dent to hold volunteer troops in service in 
foreign countries. 

He says that he will in a few days fim de- 
tails for his plans, but for the present he 
will content himself with trying to ascer- 
tain from the War department what reason 
it has for delaying the First Colorado Regi- 
ment after the close of the Spanish war. 
He claims the regiment would be justified in 
throwing down its arms and refusing to 
serve longer, as the men were not enlisted 
for the purpose of conquest and in pursuance 
of ambitious dreams of the chief mational 
executive to expand the territory of the 
United States. 

Governor, Thomas is positive that his con- 
tention will be upheld by the Supreme Court. 


Silver Trust. 


The existence of a gigantic silver trust has 
been known, and a dispatch from Trenton, 
N. J. gives final proof that the millionaire 
silver kings have succeeded in perfecting an 
organization. It is probable that the million- 
alre silver kings have sufficient capital to 
control the output of silver in the United 
States, and they may be able to control it 
for a time; but like all other trusts the silver 
trust will have to meet competition, and 
production and management are greatly 
more expensive for all trusts than for single 
establishments.
